A SENIOR councillor has 
“called in” the controver¬ 
sial plans for a new waste 
centre for Bridport to be 
based at Gore Cross. 

Ron Coatsworth, Chair¬ 
man of West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council and member 
of the county council for 
the area, says he feels the 
selection process for the 
site has been “flawed” 
through secrecy and misin¬ 
formation. 

And, he wants the issue 
to be reconsidered by 
Dorset County Council’s 
Audit and Scrutiny Com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr Coatsworth, who is 
also award councillor for 
Bradpole, said: “I have 
asked for this matter to be 
taken to the DCC audit and 
Scrutiny Committee. 


“The process of attempt¬ 
ing to establish a waste fa¬ 
cility - a transfer and 
waste re-cycling centre - in 
the Bridport area has been 
on the Agenda for some 15 
years or so. 

“The main reasons why I 
feel this process has been 
flawed mainly concern se¬ 
crecy with meetings of the 
Cabinet being held behind 
closed doors; misleading 
information - claims that 
the Inspector at the local 
plan had favoured Gore 
Cross. 

“I don’t think he did and 
I believe the council and 
the public have been mis¬ 
led; and lack of consulta¬ 
tion - the only consultation 
came after I had put a res¬ 
olution to the council to 
form an advisory panel 


and then it was largely ig¬ 
nored.” 

He has prepared a full re¬ 
port to go before the meet¬ 
ing in which he covers all 
issues raised over the past 
15 years including the re¬ 
port of a Government in¬ 
spector in which he says 
that the inspector did not 
agree that Gore Cross was 
the best location in the 
area. 

The issue will be consid¬ 
ered at the next meeting of 
the committee on Novem¬ 
ber 19 th . 

There has been consider¬ 
able local opposition the 
Gore Cross site in which 
local protesters have been 
backed by their MP Oliver 
Letwin.

■ AS a live music lover, what local bands would 
you recommend?

A PICK up truck has been deliberately set on fire in a lay- 
bye near Bridport. 

It is the latest in a number of cases of vehicles being 
torched in and around the town - but police do not believe 
the latest arson is linked to previous attacks. 

A total of 11 cars and a motorbike have now been de¬ 
stroyed or seriously damaged around the town. 

The truck, a black Mitsubishi L200 belonging to a 49- 
year-old man from Beaminster, had been parked in a lay- 
bye on the A3066 near the Gore Cross industrial estate 
last week. 

It was set alight between 9.30 and 10 pm on October 
31 st , leaving the interior of the vehicle badly damaged. 

Investigating officer PC Brian Puttock said : “Arson at¬ 
tacks like this can be incredibly dangerous. Fortunately 
no one was seriously hurt in this case.” 

The investigation into the previous attacks is being run 
by Weymouth CID. 

Officer in charge DC Tim Lainsbury said: “We have lots 
of different bits of information but they are all leading us 
in different directions. 

“There are a couple of people we are trying to speak to 
but they are proving difficult to get hold of. 

“We do not believe that the fire on the A3066 was 
linked and we are keeping an open mind as to whether the 
other cases are linked.”

A WOMAN driver narrowly escaped serious injury when 
her car overturned on the controversial Bridport to Chick- 
erell coast road this week. 

Her green Renault car overturned, blocking the road for 
more than an hour, near Portesham. 

It is the fourth serious accident on the road in the past 
month. 

The county council recently removed markings from 
the road in a traffic experiment to test a new minimal’ 
way of marking country highways. 

Many of them have now been replaced but some 
stretches are still without central white lines.

Convicts paying back for their 
crimes scheme hailed a success 


A SCHEME to make convicts pay 
back the community for their crimes 
has been hailed a success. 

Over the past year Dorset Commu¬ 
nity Payback Unit has supervised of¬ 
fenders and delivered 85000 hours of 
work - equivalent to over half a mil¬ 
lion pounds of paid work. 

An Unpaid Work Requirement of 
between 40 and 300 hours can be 
added to a Community Order, which 
is a legal requirement. 

Whilst subject to such an order, 
good behaviour, punctuality and hard 


work are ensured by experienced Su¬ 
pervisors. 

Discipline is firm but fair. Unac¬ 
ceptable behaviour and failure to at¬ 
tend results in robust breach action 
being taken by the Offender Man¬ 
ager with the matter being returned 
and dealt with by the Court. 

Mike Thomas Unit Manager from 
the Community Payback Unit said: 
“We are not looking to undertake 
work which would normally be done 
by paid employees but within the 
health and safety guidelines wel¬ 


come and encourage communities to 
take this opportunity to identify work 
that they would like to see done and 
nominate their projects by contacting 
the Dorset Probation Community 
Payback Unit.

Quadrant plans at appeal

BRIDPORT Town Council 
is to repeat its opposition 
to plans to redevelop the 
South West Quadrant 
when landowners Hay¬ 
wards appeal against the 
district council’s refusal of 
their plans is heard in the 
town early next year. 

Two applications by 
Haywards and West 
Dorset District Council, 
which owns a small sec¬ 
tion of the land around the 
land around the bus sta¬ 
tion, have been rejected by 
the district council’s devel¬ 
opment committee - by 


only one vote last time. 

Now Haywards, as the 
main landowner, is taking 
both applications to an ap¬ 
peal to be conducted by a 
Government planning in¬ 
spector. 

Bridport council’s plans 
committee, which objected 
to the applications on the 
grounds that there were no 
coach parking facilities in 
the first plan and on the 
density of the housing, the 
height of some buildings, 


access issues and the effect 
it might have on employ¬ 
ment particularly on the St 
Michael’s trading estate, 
will reiterate its opposition 
to the public enquiry. 

Councillor Dave Rickard 
said discussions and meet¬ 
ings were taking place be¬ 
tween various people 
including the group 
Friends of St Michaels to 
come up with alternative 
plans for the site. 

The enquiry is likely to 


be held early next year in 
the United Reformed 
Church Hall, East Street 
because of the number of 
local people and organisa¬ 
tions who will wish to be 
heard. 

Comments already made 
on the applications will be 
considered by the Govern¬ 
ment inspector. Fresh rep¬

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Bridport pays tribute 


BENEATH a slate grey winter’s sky they gathered, the 
generations brought together to remember the fallen of 
conflicts past, of conflicts present. 

It was perhaps fitting that in this year of all years the 
sun should not shine, instead hidden behind the clouds. 
Not visible but not forgotten. 

In this year that Harry Patch, the last of the Fighting 
Tommies, who fought the War to end all Wars, should 
pass away to finally be reunited with his comrades. 

In this year that is the 70th anniversary of the war which 
proved how quickly men could forget the horror of war. 
That there would be no war to end all wars. 

On this day that saw the 200th British soldier die in 
Afghanistan - it was fitting the sun should not shine. 

And, so they gathered in Bridport’s East Street together 
for Remembrance Sunday, so many to remember. 

At the front, outside the Town Hall, the St Swithin’s 
Band shuffled into order, beside them the Dorset Police 
Section. 

Next a representative of the 6 Battalion The Rifles for¬ 
merly The Devon and Dorset Rifles invited to Bridport 
because they were given the freedom of the town. 

Lt Nathan Howard, who himself had served in Northern 
Ireland and Bosnia, explained one company has recently 
returned from Afghanistan another was due to be dis¬ 
patched in 2011. 

“It represents fallen comrades, like Sergeant Chris Reed 
who was killed on New Year’s Day”, he said, “For us it 
is not just the fallen in the Great World Wars but also for 
those who have fallen in current operations.” 

He was at least thankful that we too were recognising 
their own losses, their own sadness. 

Next up Mayor Martin Ray, escorted by two young 
members of the 1st West Bay (Mayor’s Own) Sea Scouts, 
Thomas Beed and Arthur Lashmar. 

Next the civic leaders followed by the hulking sight of 
Warrant Officer Paul Fowler, Queen’s Royal Lancers, in 
his light green dress uniform. His orders rumbling up 
from the bottom of his massive frame and echoing down 
the street. 

There followed by the veterans from the Royal British 
Legion (Men and Women), Burma Star Association 
(Bridport Branch), Royal Naval Association, Devonshire 
and Dorset Regiment Association, the Royal Air Force 
Association. 

Some veterans of World War 2, but also the Falklands, 
Northern Ireland, The Gulf, Bosnia, Aden, Suez, Kenya 
and many more besides. 

Following them the younger generation: The Sea Cadet 
Corps, Army Cadet Force, Air Training Corps. 

Behind them the Dorset Fire and Rescue Service, H.M. 
Coastguard, St John’s Ambulance Brigade (Men and 
Women), Red Cross (Men and Women), Women’s Royal 
Voluntary Service, RAOB (West Dorset Branch), United 
Nations Association, Rotary Club and the Chamber of 
Trade and Commerce. 

And, finally bringing up the rear the St John Ambulance 
Cadets, Red Cross Cadets, Scouts, Guides and the Deputy 
Parade Marshal Sgt P Harley, Queen’s Royal Lancers. 

And as a chill wind ran down East Street, this proud en¬ 
semble moved off, led by the St Swithin’s Band they 
turned into South Street. The throngs watching as they 
passed the World War One ammo truck parked in Bucky 
Doo, residents hung out of their top floor windows to 
catch the spectacle. 

The loud beat of the bass drum sending dogs cowering 
behind their masters. Until eventually outside St Mary’s 
Church they arrived. 

Under orders: “Parade - inward turn.. .without intervals, 
by the right dress” they once again shuffled into position 
around the war memorial. 

In position a few minutes early people visibly relaxed, 
standard bearers were brought to the front. 

It was left to Parade Commander Captain R Vivian- 
May, Queen’s Royal Lancers (Rtd) President of the Royal 
British Legion, Bridport Branch to speak. 

“This is such an excellent turnout, I wonder why?” his 
voice trailing off, for no answer was needed. 

A prayer and the gun fire signaled the start of the Two 



Minutes’ Silence - birds disturbed from their roost took 
to the dull grey sky, as a light rain fell on the congregation 
below. 

Another shot, and then the haunting melody of The Last 
Post followed by The Royal British Legion Exhortation: 
“They shall grow not old, as we that are left grow old” 

Next The Kohima Epitaph: “When You Go Home, Tell 
Them Of Us And Say, For Their Tomorrow, We Gave Our 
Today.” 

Reveille followed and the placing of the wreaths, each 
accompanied with a salute or a nod to old friends. Some 
of the youngsters less certain of the protocol simply stood 
for a moment after placing their wreath. 

And as they made their way into the church the sun, 
hidden throughout this solemn ceremony, broke through 
the clouds - always there, never forgotten.

A DEFIANT Alan Davies 
vowed it was business as 
usual following news that 
First Quench Retailing 
Limited, the owners of 
Threshers off-licence, 
went into liquidation two 
weeks ago. The company 
has 1,300 stores with 88 of 
them run as franchises. 

Mr Davies holds the 
franchise on the East 
Street store operating inde¬ 
pendently under the name 
of A-Z Fine Wines, and al¬ 
though the situation is not 
yet clear on what will hap¬ 
pen, he has vowed to keep 
on running the store to en¬ 
sure that he can provide a 
normal service to people in 
Bridport and the surround¬ 
ing area in the run up to 
Christmas. 

It would appear the com¬ 
pany which also operates 
under the name of Bottoms 
Up and Victoria Wines had 
been in trouble for several 
months before appointing 
joint administrators 
Richard Fleming, Mick 
McLoughlin and Ian Cor- 
field recently 

Mr Davies was advised 
last week about the situa¬ 
tion and is currently wait¬ 
ing for a letter clarifying 
the administrator’s posi¬ 
tion in relation to the fran¬ 
chisee business. 

In the meantime around 
50 of the franchisees have 
met with solicitors Blake 
Laphorn of Oxford with 
the intention of launching 
a claim for breach of con¬ 
tract. 

“We have had an inter¬ 
rupted supply from 
Thresher’s since the turn 
of the year which means 
that I have had to go to 
wholesalers to supplement 
my stock. As an individual 


I do not have the purchas¬ 
ing power of Thresher’s 
and had to pay a higher 
price meaning my profit is 
cut. This week I have had 
not received a thing from 
them. 

“Having been reliant on 
Threshers I now also have 
to build a credit rating with 
other suppliers which is 
not easy in the financial 
climate. 

“However, I am deter¬ 
mined to ensure that we 
can supply our customers 
until the situation is sorted. 
I know of a couple of peo¬ 
ple that haven’t used our 
store this week because 


they think we are going 
out of business, but I want 
to confirm everyone that 
that is not the situation. 

“We are an independent 
company, A-Z Fine Wines, 
and as such are not in¬ 
volved in the administra¬ 
tion problems of 
Threshers, and urge our 
customers not to panic. It’s 
business as usual!” 

Mr Davies confirmed 
that the franchised busi¬ 
nesses are considering 
forming a cooperative to 
protect their purchasing 
powers as much as possi¬ 
ble should Threshers go 
into liquidation.

IF A JUNIOR school- 
leaver has any worries 
about going up to their 
senior school (and let’s 
face it, this brings back 
memories for many of us) 
then they have the whole 
of the Summer holidays 
for those worries to in¬ 
crease.

“Summentor works, 
and it works well,” com¬ 
mented Arthur Woodgate. 

“You only have to ask 
those who have seen and 
felt the results.” 

Certainly parents of the 
young children give Sum¬ 
mentor the thumbs up: 
“The staff on the pro¬ 
gramme were absolutely 
fantastic!” said one. “By 
encouraging the young 
people to design their 
own programme - as op¬ 
posed to dictate - they 
were all brought in. 
Everyone, including 


members and staff, 
seemed to enjoy the expe¬ 
rience, yet at the same 
time it tackled the very 
difficult issue of transi¬ 
tion.” 

Another parent stated: 
“My son is approaching 
the end of the holidays 
with more confidence 
about going to his new 
school. The fact Sum- 
mentor’s nearer to the end 
of the holidays is good, as 
it kind of gets children 
ready mentally and emo¬ 
tionally for school, and 
the fact that he has made 
friends with pupils al¬ 
ready at the school has 
given him huge confi¬ 
dence. I can’t thank you 
enough for this - Thank 
you sooo much Summen- 
tors, you are all shining 
stars!”

I do 
mentoring at school, and 
this was an opportunity to 
help people move into 
their senior school. I re¬ 
member how scary it was 
to start a new school not 
knowing anyone.” Char¬ 
lotte Symonds (15) from 
the Sir John Colfox 
School admitted: “I only 
did this so that I could do 
some voluntary work. I 


didn’t know I would get 
so involved and have so 
much fun.” 

Perhaps more impor¬ 
tant, though, were what 
the Junior School-leavers 
themselves felt about it 
all. This was pretty well 
summed up by one 11- 
year-old, who said: “It’s 
made me more confident 
with going to secondary 
school, and I have made 
new friends. I’ve enjoyed 
every second of it!” 

And, however enjoy¬

View from Westminster 

with MP OLIVER LETWIN 


Hospital stay should be 
one link in chain of care 


NORMALLY I try to write in this 
column about events at Westmin¬ 
ster. But, this month, I want to raise 
an issue that is of huge concern lo¬ 
cally - and which the View from 
Bridport has rightly taken up. 

The issue in question is what hap¬ 
pens to people when they leave hos¬ 
pital. 

For some people, of course, this is 
really not much of a problem. If 
you are young, physically healthy, 
strong and fit, and if you have a 
family around you, then the return 
from hospital is a fairly straightfor¬ 
ward affair. 

A member of the family comes to 
collect you; you get into the car; 
you make your way home; and you 
are then lovingly nursed back to full 
recovery. 

So far, so good. 

Unfortunately, however, the ma¬ 
jority of adults who spend an appre¬ 
ciable amount of time in hospital 
are not young, but elderly; and 
many of those who are elderly do 
not any longer have a family at 
home. 

For people in these circumstances, 


even if they are basically fit and 
healthy, leaving hospital and going 
home can be a real problem, be¬ 
cause there is no-one to collect them 
and no-one to help once they get 
home. 

And, of course, many elderly pa¬ 
tients are not basically strong and 
healthy - but frail. For them, the re¬ 
turn home may pose not just short¬ 
term problems but also longer term 
difficulties. 

Of course, there are many forms 
of support, both formal and infor¬ 
mal, which enable those who have 
no family at home and those who 
are frail to deal with these issues. 

The Adult Services department 
provides admirable help, as do dis¬ 
trict nurses and many voluntary and 
private agencies. 

But I have seen over the past few 
years increasing signs of a lack of 
connectedness between what hap¬ 
pens in hospital and these support 
services. 

There are indeed systems which 
are meant to ensure that a proper 
care plan is in place whenever 
someone leaves hospital. But I have 


I have seen cases where anything 
from the journey home through to 
long-term support have not been 
sorted out. And, I have the uncom¬ 
fortable feeling that these particular 
cases may represent the tip of the 
iceberg. 

One can all too easily see how this 
could come about. The hospital can 
all too easily concern itself with 
treating people for their ailment, not 
on what happens afterwards. 

But, as I have pointed out to the 
Primary Care Trust, the whole point 
of the NHS is that it is meant to knit 
things together and ensure that peo¬ 
ple get the care and help they need, 
rather than leaving them to their 
own devices. 

This is something on which we 
need to focus over coming months, 
so that we get to the point where 
one can be confident that, for every¬ 
one, a stay in hospital is one link in 
a chain of care, rather than an 
episode that ends, for some, with an 
uncomfortable and disorientating 
sequel.

DORSET children are ur¬

“The process for becom¬ 
ing an adoptive parent is 
rigorous as most would ex¬ 
pect. People from all 
walks of life go on to be¬ 
come successful adopters 
or carers so please don’t 


think we’ll turn you down 
because you’re over 40, 
for example, single, or 
don’t own your own home. 

“Initially, we are simply 
asking people to come for¬ 
ward and find out more 
about adoption or perma¬ 
nent fostering. If you think 
you might have what it 
takes, please pick up the 
phone today.” 

National Adoption Week 
is a UK wide campaign or¬ 
ganised by British Associ¬ 
ation for Adoption and 
Fostering (BAAF) to find 
children loving and perma¬ 
nent homes. 

Cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren’s services Toni 
Coombs said: “Every child 


should grow up in a loving 
and secure family, but 
sadly some will never have 
this with their birth family. 
Adoption can turn a child’s 
life around and give them 
the stability and love they 
desperately need.”

WHAT a hectic week for Bob Buckler's stable with twelve 
runners in six days. Six of them finished in the frame includ¬ 
ing John's Gift who beat a good field in the last race at Win- 
canton on Saturday. 

The five-year-old in only his fourth race beat Alan King's 
Pride in Battle and Paul Nicholls'odds-on favourite Valen¬ 
tine Vic, both strongly fancied by their trainers to take the 
bumper over two miles. 

Handily placed just behind the front two from the start, 
Nathan Sweeney drove the 9/1 shot to the front 3 furlongs 
out and he held on to win by % length. 

"That was a very good bumper field run at a good, strong 
pace and his winning time was 20 seconds faster than last 
year which gives you some indication,"said Buckler. 

"He confirmed the promise he showed at Sandown last 
year and I am sure will go on to make a very good chaser." 

There was mixed fortunes for Buckler's two other horses 
on the same card. 

Irish Grand National winner Niche Market ran a good 
race in finishing eighth behind Dorset trainer Nick 
Mitchell's Ellerslie George in the Badger Ales trophy over 3 
miles 1 furlong. 

"He ran a super race. Wincanton is a very fast course any¬ 
way and they went at a fair pace over a shorter distance," 
said Buckler. 

"He jumped well on atrackthatis not quite right for him, 
so I am not disappointed. It will sharpen him up for the 
Hennessy Gold Cup at Newbury where the track will be 
much more to his liking." 

The form did not put punters off with Corals slashing his 
price from 40/1 to 25/1 following the race. 

Whilst Mrs Overall finished last of the pack in theTotepla- 
cepot E.b.f. 'national Hunt' Novices' Hurdle qualifier, it was 
a Class 3 race and much higher company than she is used 
to and her first run over hurdles. 

"She ran a bit green to start with but jumped well down 
the back straight before tiring as they picked up the pace. 
She will have another couple of hurdle races soon before 
holding her back until the spring as she doesn't like heavy 
ground." 

It was almost a full house at Sandown on Saturday with 
a Buckler horse in five of the seven races with three good 
results. 

For both River Indus and Double Dizzy it was a chance 
to race where they like to be - at the front. Both suffered 
disappointment last time out when their respective jock¬ 
eys failed to ride to orders and as a consequence neither 
featured. 

River Indus under Will Kennedy tracked leader Runshan 
in the Class 3 Blue Square Handicap Chase before taking 
the lead three out as the leader weakened. However he 
was joined by Any Currency who finally got the better of 
him to win by six lengths. 

Harry Skelton employed similar tactics on Double Dizzy, 
who showed some of last years form when after matching 
Cossack Dancer early on at the front, battled out the finish 
but just couldn't match Nudge and Nurdle who beat him 
by 1 % lengths in the Class 3 Bet At Bluesquare.com Hand¬ 
icap Chase. 

Mister Matt had stiff opposition in the Mick Core 50th 
Birthday Beginners'Chase over 2 miles in the form of Philip 
Hobbs'Calusa Crystal and Crack Away Jack who was fourth 
in the Smurfit Champion Hurdle last March. 

Despite the fact that both of them were having their first 
race over fences Buckler realised his charge was the rank 
outsider, and needed a plan to try and out wit them Con¬ 
sequently Will Kennedy set off at a fast pace in the hope 
that they would follow and perhaps make errors. Unfortu¬ 
nately they didn't follow and it was Buckler's horse trying 
to stretch his lead overjumped the third fence which un¬ 
nerved him. It may be that he strained himself as well as 
he tended to jump left after that and the others eventually 
overhauled him. 

Sean Thornton disappointed after a good debut at Ex¬ 
eter when he was tailed off in the bumper. 

"He ran too freely early on and I think he wasn't as fit as I 
expected. He hasn't been in the yard long and I may have 
over estimated his fitness as he weakened as he came into 
the straight. However the race would have been useful and 
he will come on for the run" 

Fixed Interest was also disappointing in finishing sixth in 
his race. "He was also far too keen early on and then when 
he settled he was too relaxed. As a result he was done for 
speed but will come on for it." 

Clyffe Hanger looked like he might have got Buckler's 
hectic period off to a winning start at Exeter last Tuesday 
but he Most his impetus when hitting the eigth hurdle and 
although he got back into the race and looked to have se¬ 
cured second place but was beaten a nose by the fast fin¬ 
ishing Nemetan. 

"He ran a super race and deserved to win," said Buckler 
who has entered him to run again at Exeter yesterday. 

Mizzurka should have done better at Chepstow the fol¬ 
lowing day in finishing fourth, but having missed the 
break, Nathan Sweeney got caught behind fading horse 
and although he came with a superb late run he was 
beaten a neck and a neck for second place. 

"The way he finished shows he has loads of ability,"added

The 7-1 chance, without a win since the Irish Hennessy in 
February 2008, came home in splendid isolation some 15 
lengths ahead of My Will. 

"I wouldn't be here without this horse, training or any¬ 
thing,"said Mitchell, who trains in Piddletrenthide just out¬ 
side Dorchester. 

"I would like to thank the owner for keeping the horse 
with me throughout a difficult year last year. 

"He started to get some sort of form back at Pun- 
chestown but then he had a nasty fall at Leopardstown and 
was never quite right after that. 

"Andrew came to ride him 10 days ago and I said I hoped 
it would be heavy ground as he would see a different horse 
on that surface. 

"That's the horse's fourth Grade One win over here. He'll 
probably come back for the John Durkan at Punchestown 
in December." 

Plush cricketer Mitchell completed a red-letter day as 
Ellerslie George jumped his rivals silly in the Badger Ales 
Trophy at Wincanton, under young 18-year-old Dorset am¬ 
ateur Robert Henderson. 

TheTother One made stealthy headway from off the pace 
for the Paul Nicholls and Ruby Walsh team but the welter 
burden of 11 st 91b just took its toll in the home straight and 
he failed to peg him back. 

The Package, sent off the 11 -2 favourite, closed into third 
and Bowleaze, owned by Weymouth businessman, Martin 
Short, was fourth but the 14-1 winner had a length a half 
to spare at the line. 

Henderson said:"lt's only my second winner under Rules. 
I spent last year with Nick before moving to Colin Tizzard 
this year and thankfully Colin has given me the day off for 
this. 

"He pulled very hard and I was just a passenger most of 
the way. It's a really special day."
